School men of the State have been 
w’orknig on the bill for some time and 
expect to have the details completed 
by the time the legislature meets this 
winter. 
Under the present law, schools are 
required to vote a levy of $1.00 
on 
the hundred valuation before they are 
guaranteed $50 per child in average 
daily attendance. 
Under the proposed law’, a levy 
of 
only 65 cents w’ill be required in or­ 
der to receive the benefits of a 
$60 
guarantee per child. 
Under the now’ law, this guarantee 
will also apply to all high school dis­ 
tricts, whether consolidated or 
not. 
It will also provide more revenue for 
rural schools. 
Under the new’ law, Canalou will be 
able to carry on a better school on 65 
cents than we now have 
on $1. 
In 
other words, your taxes will be cut 
35 cents. 
Where will the State get this extra 
money ? 
The plant is to get 
it 
by 
moans of corporation franchise taxes, 
income taxes, etc. 
A letter just received from 
the 
Committee on legislation states that 
the town schools 
of 
New 
Madrid 
County would receive 
the following 
State aid under the new law-: 
Canalou, $6,380; Gideon. $17,329; Lil- 
bourn, $14,063; Marston, $4,348; Mat­ 
thew’s, $5,837; Morheouse, 
$14,365; 
New Madrid. $12,661; Parma, 
$10,- 
339; Portageville, $13,001; Kowanee, 
$8,669; Risco, $3,505; Conran, $5,756. 
However, they have used data 
of 
1926-27 in making 
these estimates, 
which fails to take into consideration 
the fact that our valuation was cut

Allowing for this, Canalou

MAKE CHANGES IN PHONE 
BILL DATES FOR SIKESTON 


Telephone patrons in this city have 
probably found a small slip enclosed 
with their regular 
monthly 
state­ 
ment, saying that hereafter the bill 
will be dated the eleventh instead of 
the first as heretofore, and that toll 
charges will be included up to 
the 
date 
of 
the 
bill. 
Formerly 
such 
charges were billed up to the twenty- 
first only. 
This change was brought about to 
relieve the congestion brought about 
by the peak of activity around the 
first of the month in the main offices 
in St. Louis, from 
which all 
local 
statements are mailed. Various cities 
and towns will receive their bills at 
intervals during the month, and Sik- 
eaton’s “pay off days" will hereafter 
fall on the eleventh instead of

first. 
This new plan has already been 
placed in effect with all large com­ 
panies in this area with the exception 
of the Bell Telephone Company, and 
by January 11, this company also will

strychnine 
poison.

group of birds includes grouse, part­ 
ridges, quail, ptarmigan, prairie hens, 
sage hens, pheasants, wild 
turkeys, 
and domestic poultry. 
Quail in California have been 
ob­ 
served to feed to a large extent 
on 
strychnine-poisoned baits exposed for 
ground 
squirrels, 
and, 
so 
far as 
known, not a single 
individual 
has 
been killed. 
Prairie chickens 
have 
been known to eat without ill effects 
enough poisoned grain 
to 
kill 100 
ground 
squirrels. 
A 
sharptailed 
grouse in Montana ate 400 kernels of 
strychnine-poisoned 
wheat 
without 
any of the strychnine symptoms de­ 
veloping. 
Experiences such as these 
indicate that 
complaints 
regarding 
the destruction of gallinoceous game 
birds by strychnine-poisoned baits are 


founded upon suspicion 
rather than 
upon facts.

Many a fisherman who knows that 
angleworms are an excellent bait does 
not know* that to get the very best re­ 
sults from worms it is desirable that 
they should have gone through a vro- 
cess known as “scouring”. 
W. R. Walton, of the United States 
Department bf Agriculture, who has 
made a serious study 
of the earth­ 
worm in connection with the damage 
the worms sometimes do to lawns and 
golf greens, has also shown that the 
scouring of worms 
has 
been 
well 
known to some anglers for hundreds 
of years and was well described 
by 
Izaak Walton, patron saint of fisher­ 
men, in 1653. Scoured worms, this en­ 
tomologist says, are much more de­ 
sirable than those freshly dug. They 
J will live longer on the hook and will 
I take more fish. 
Here is the method of scouring as 
described 
by Mr. Walton: 
Take a 
quantity of sphagnum moss such as 
j is used by nurserymen 
in 
packing 
I plants for shipment 
Put this into a 
stoneware crock or tight wooden box. 
| This moss, 
which grows in shady 
i swampy woods, should be well moist- 
j ened, but the excess water should be 
wrung out before the moss is placed 
in the container. The worms should 
be placed in the moss for at least two 
days, and preferably three or four, 
and kept in a cool place. At the end 
of this period they should be almost 
t transparent, tough, and 
lively. 
In 
case it, becomes necessary to 
keep 
them in the moss for some weeks a 
little sweet milk should be poured ov- 
er them at intervals of about a week, 
but the moss should be washed and 
wrung out in clean water every week 
or ten days.

A meat canning d emonstration was 
held Mond ay afternoon, October 29 , 
at the home of Mrs. Cathy in Cana- 
lou . 
There were ten women present, 
all of whom were v ery mu ch interest­ 
ed in the cold pack method of ‘pre­ 
serv ing meat. Mrs. Dow, Home Dem­ 
onstration Agent, canned for them a 
q u art of beef, a q u art of pork, and a 
q u art of chicken. 
This is a splend id 
way of taking care of su rplu s 
m$at 
at bu tchering time and incid entally a 
v ery good way of hav ing a fine d in­ 
ner on short notice in the 
cou ntry . 
Mrs. Dow told the women 
how they 
cou ld in this way 
sav e 
all of 
the 
scrap meat, meat from the backbones 
and ribs, withou t forcing the fam­ 
ily to eat sev eral times more meat at 
one time than they shou ld . 
After the 
meat is taken from the bone, 
these 
same bones can be stewed and 
the 
broth from 
them 
cooked and 
cold 
packed , and in this way sav ed for fu ­ 
tu re u se in making 
sou ps, 
grav ies, 
and the fou nd aiton for d u mplings and 
nood les. 
At the close of the d emon­ 
stration, one woman 
remarked 
that 
she was so glad to know how easily 
meat cou ld be canned in this way as 
she had alway s imagined it to be 
a 
v ery hard and ted iou s task. 
Mrs. Dow has plans 
mad e 
for a 
great many meat canning d emonstra­ 
tions for this winter in New Mad rid 
and Mississippi Cou nties, bu t she al­ 
so will hav e time

v inegar, u sing one q u art of v inegar 
(if v ery acid d ilu te with water), one 
cu pfu l of su gar and one-half cu pfu i of 
salt. Seal the cans and pu t awny for 
u se In a week or two. Onions as well 
aa encu mbers may he sliced , if too 
large to serv e. 
Here Is a simple mu stard pickle 
which is especially good for those 
who can ad d the cu ccu rabars d aily to 
the pickle. Use one gallon of v inegar, 
one-half cu pfu l o f mu stard , one cu pfu l 
of salt, two cu pfu ls of brown su gar. 
Mix cold and pu t Into a large Jar, ad d ­ 
ing a q u art or two of small cu cu mbers 
as they grow. Cov er with horserad ish 
leav es and set away .

boon to the schools of Missouri 
of 
any school law that 
the State 
has 
ever produced. 
It will be especially a Godsend to 
such districts as Canalou. which need 
help from outside sources. 
School men of the State have been 
worknig on the bill for some time and 
expect to have the details completed 
by the time the legislature meets this 
winter. 
Under the present law, schools are 
required to vote a levy of $1.00 on 
the hundred valuation before they are 
guaranteed $50 per child in average 
daily attendance. 
Under the proposed law, a levy of 
only 65 cents will be required in or­ 
der to receive the benefits of a 
$80 
guarantee per child. 
Under the new law, this guarantee 
will also apply to all high school dis­ 
tricts, whether consolidated or 
not. 
It will also provide more revenue for 
rural schools. 
Under the new law, Canalou will be 
able to carry on a better school on 65 
cents than we now have 
on $1. 
In 
other words, your taxes will be cut 
85 cents. 
Where will the State get this extra 
money? 
The plant is to get 
it by 
means of corporation franchise taxes, 
income taxes, etc. 
A letter just received from 
the 
Committee on Legislation states that 
the town schools 
of 
New 
Madrid 
County would receive 
the following 
State aid under the new law: 
Canalou, $6,380; Gideon, $17,329; Lil- 
boum, $14,063; Marston, $4,348; Mat­ 
thews, $5,837; Morheouse, 
$14,365; 
New Madrid, $12,661; Parma, 
$10,- 
339; Portageville, $13,001; Kewanee, 
$8,669; Risoo, $3,505; Conran, $5,756. 
However, they have used data of 
1926-27 in making 
these estimates, 
which fails to take into consideration 
the fact that our valuation was cut 
20 per cent last year. 
Allowing for this, Canalou 
would

Many a fisherman who knows that 
angleworms are an excellent bait does 
not know that to gat the very boat re­ 
sults from worms it is desirable that 
they should have gone through a vro- 
cess known as “scouring”. 
W. R. Walton, of the United States 
Department bf Agriculture, who has 
made a serious study 
of the earth­ 
worm in connection with the damage 
the worms sometimes do to lawns and 
golf greens, has also shown that the 
scouring of worms 
has 
been 
well 
known to some anglers for hundreds 
of years and was well described 
by 
Isaak Walton, patron saint of fisher­ 
men, in 1663. Scoured worms, this en 
tomologist says, are much more de 
sirable than those freshly dug. They 
will live longer on the hook and wilil 
take more fish. 
Here is the method of scouring 
described by Mr. Walton: 
Take 
quantity of sphagnum moss such as 
is used by nurserymen 
in 
packing 
plants for shipment 
Put this Into 
stoneware crock or tight wooden box 
This moss, which grows in shady 
swampy woods, should be well moist 
ened, but the excess water should be 
wrung out before the moss is placed 
in the container. The worms should 
be placed in the moss for at toast two 
days, and preferably throe or four, 
and kept in a cool place. At the end 
of this period they should be almost 
transparent, tough, and 
lively. 
In 
case it, becomes necessary to 
keep 
them in the moss for some weeks i 
little sweet milk should be poured ov 
er thorn at intervals of about s week 
but the moss should be washed and 
wrung out in clean water every week 
or ten days.

very good way of having a fíne din­ 
ner on short notice in the 
country. 
Mrs. Dow told the women 
how they 
could in this way 
save 
all of 
the 
scrap meat, meat from the backbones 
and ribs, without forcing the fam ­ 
ily to eat several times more meat at 
one time than they should. 
After the 
meat is taken from the bone, 
these 
same bones can be stewed and 
the 
broth from 
them 
cooked and 
cold 
packed, and in this way saved for fu­ 
ture use in making 
soups, 
gravies,

uniform price to be paid for cotton 
picking in Pemiacot County.

More 
than 100 farmers attended the meet­ 
ing ,at whcih the cotton picking situ­ 
ation was discussed.

The question was discussed by the 
farmers with advice from the bank­ 
ers, and the outcome of the meeting 
was an agreemenv between the farm­ 
ers that they would pay a maxynum 
price of 20 per cent of the market 
price of cotton for picking.
